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DETAILED ACTION 

Claims 1-6 are included in the prosecution of this application. 
Claim Rejections - 35 (JSC §112 
Claims 1-3 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as being 
indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject 
matter which applicant regards as the invention. 

Regarding claim 1 the phrase "such as" renders the claim indefinite because it is 
unclear whether the limitations following the phrase are part of the claimed invention. 
See MPEP§ 2173.05(d). 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

Claims 1-6 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over 

Sims etal (5164398). 

Sims et al teach a pharmaceutical composition containing an analgesic, an 
antitussive, and expectorant for the relief of cough and cold symptoms (co. 1 , lines 30- 
65). Sims teaches carbetapentane or its salt including tannate as the antitussive agent 
(col. 2, line 39). Guaifenesin is taught as one of the expectorants that can be used. 
Sims teaches the composition in the form of a tablet or suspension (col. 3, lines 40-41 ). 
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Sims et al do not exemplify a composition containing guaifenesin and 
carbetapentane. 

It would have been obvious to one of ordinary skill in the art at the time the 
invention was made to combine guaifenesin and carbetapentane in a composition since 
Sims suggests this combination in the instant forms. Further, it is obvious to a skilled 
artisan to remove the analgesic (used for the treatment of inflammation) if the symptoms 
to do not require an anti-inflammatory.
